I THE EXPERIENCE of South- 
ern law-enforcement offi- 
cers shows that terror is highly 
^ contagious. So is hate. One act 
■ ,1 of hate can touch off a whole 
j series of bombings as if they 
had been carefully fused to go 
off in rapid succession. 

It takes more than law-en- 
. forcement officers, it takes a 
strong quarantine of public 
' opinion to stop hate-mongering 
j and the violence that goes with 
I it. 

^ Here are some examples of 
3 how contagious hate can be: ^ 
i! HATE IN MONTGOMERY, 

I ALA. — When hate -mongers 
bombed two churches and three 
homes of Negro pastors in 
Montgomery, the police of 
Montgomery were’ ' forthright 
and efficient. Commissioner of* 
Public Safety Clyde Sellers and 
Police Chief G. J. Ruppenthal 
immediately apprehended the 
guilty and secured written con- 
fessions, 

' Other enforcement officers of 
1 Montgomery were equally 
forthright and so was a grand 
jury which indicted the con- 
fessed bomb-throwers. Where- 
upon the White Citizens Coun- 
cils helped retain John Blue 
Hill, cousin of Sen. Lister Hill 
of Alabama, best criminal law- 
yer in the state. 

ACQUITTED 

And when the confessed hate- 
mongers came up for trial, 
public opinion was such that 
they were acquitted. Public

cient Police Chief Herbert Jen- 
kins, one of the best in the 
South, promptly uncovered a 
nest of hate-mongers which ex- 
tended its network all the way 
to Washington. He arrested 
* them and they were indicted. 
Whereupon a local television, 
station, owned, incidentally, by 
the Storer Broadcasting Co. in 
the North, presented a series 
of telecast interviews with rel- 
. atives of the indicted men 
which appeared to arouse pub- 
lic opinion against the police: 
There was a strong demand 
that those charged with the 
bombing be released. 

Mayor William,, Hartsfield, 
long-time maybr of Atlanta knd 
one of the courageous leaders 
of the South, backed up Chiefs 
Jenkins, ' however. There was 
no surrender. 

HATE IN CLINTON, TENN. ^ 
—The first outbreak of hate in 
this little Tennessee community 
of only 6,000 people did not 
come from inside. It was plant- 
ed in September, 1956, by ^ John 
Kasper of Washington, D.C., a 
professional rabble-rouser who 
had been the friend of the Ne- 
gro and who decided it was 
more popular to become -a 
Negro-baiter. He had attended 
Negro dances in Harlem, had 
intimate relations with Negro 
women. 

Kasper, who was just as 
changeable in his allegiances 
as the traitor he admired, sin- 
gled out one small Tennessee 
community to stir up hate. He 
proceeded in much the same 
way Hitler roused the people 
of Germany, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia.

The people Kasper called 
“they” were former Mayor Ev- 
erett, Lewallen,^ who runs a 
clothing store, ""city .Atty. Bu- 
ford Lewallen and former prin- 
cipal D. J. Brittian Jr. They 
had opposed integration, had 
fought the NAACP in court. 
But when Judge Robert Taylor 
in Knoxville ruled ^against 
them, Buford advised the city: 
“I’ve never yet lied to a client. 
This is a court order and you 
will have to obey.” 

‘ All this took place two years 
ago. Frederick John Kasper, 
who stirred up American 
against American, has served 
a jail sentence since then and 
is facing another. But, follow- 
I ing the example he set, the 
spark he touched off, Clinton 
High School oh Oct 1 ^ 58 , 
was blown almost to pieces. 
Someone else had followed Kas- 
per’s lead, had iaken the law

Quick ^fork by the Atlanta police and by Ihe FBI, which had sent agents 
in from all over the South, uncovered evidence that the synagogue boinh- 
ing was not just a local allair. Though ihe five men indicted were all 
Atlantans, police believe that the explosives and the man who set them 
off were both imported from Alabama. The incident had olniously been 
very carefully planned. Synagogue construction had been studied to de- 
termine the best place to plant the bomb. The bombing ilsell was done 
during a big football weekend which brought so many people into town 
that any strangers would go unnoticed. 

Aiding the police in their work was the Anti-Defamation League, a 
Jewish organization which keeps close tabs on anti-Semitic activities. 


According to the League, the five men indicted have a record ol anti-
